PHILADELPHIA, May 13.—A terrible forest 
fire is raging in a section of lBerks 
county known as ‘*The Forest,’’ 
one of the wildest regions in Eastern Penn- 
sylvania. The Forest country covers an area 
of fiiiy square miles, and unless thereis a 
rain very soon the destruction of pro- 
perty will be very great. ‘here has 
been a droughse of nearly’ three 
weeks and the dryness of the timber, together 
with tke wind at sixty miles per hour, caused 
the flames to spread rapidly. The section be- 
ing devastated is remote from railroads, Read- 
ing being the véBrest railroad point and tele- 
graph station. Although Known as the Forest, 
itis broken by occasional villages contain 
ing comparatively fertile farms, with fiae 
faim buildings occupied mostly by market 
gardeners. StOuldany of these villages be 
crossed by flames. there may be loss of life in 
addition to the destruction of property. Fire 
bas also broken out on Mount Penn, on the 
eastern border of Reading. Aserious foresi 
fire ie reported on the Blue Mountains twen- 
ty miles north of Reading.

RABER REVENGED. 


His Three Murderers Hanged To- 
Day at Lebanon, Pa. 


Impressive Scenes on the Gallows--All 
Die Without a Struggle, 


—_— 


Wise’s Confession—Hoyt, the Connecti- 
cut Culprit, Executed. 


LEBANON, Pa., May 13.—Very few people 
were admitted to the jail yard this morning to 
witness the execution of Brandt, Humel and 
Wise for the murder of Raber in order to ob- 
tain the amount of insurance. The entire 
morning was taken up with religious services. 
Revs. Geo. Trabertand Rev. J. F. J. Shantz 
attended upon Brandt and Humel. Revs. 
Isr2e]l Hayes and Ezekiel Light gave spiritual 
consolation to Wise. At 10:15 a. m. Wise 
gaye notice to the Deputy Sheriff he was 


ready. 
WISE’S SPEECH. 


He left his cell, preceded by clergymen, and 
ascendcd the steps to the scaffold, bearing 
himself firmly and with a smile upon his coun- 
tenance. He madethe following statement: 

‘*What I have to say is that all are guilty. 
I testified in court and confessed all about it, 
ard how Humel got in; that is all I have to 
say.’’. 3 

Pev. Sir. Hay prayed and sang the familiar 
bymn in German, *‘There is a fountain filled 
with blood.’’ 

ON THE SCAFFOLD. 

At the conclusion of the byma Brandt and 
Humel were brought out, accompanied by a 
deputy sheriff and clergymen. The men were 
all cled in dark suits, with boutonnieres of 
smilax and lilies of the valley, presented by 
their friends. The gallows was the same upon 
which Drews and Stickler were hanged. 

AN IMPRESSIVE SCENE 
took place upon the gallows previous to the 
execution. Deputy Sheriff Deninger, the 
clergy men, Sheriff Crall and assistants went 
upon the scaffold and shook hands with the 
culprits, each of whom thanked the Saeritf 
for his kindness during their incarceration, 
and expressed a desire to meet himin the 
worldto come. At Wise’s request he was al- 
lowed to visit the cells of all the other prison- 
ers in the jail, bade them good-bye, 
and impressed upon them the necessity of 
leading bonest and virtuous lives. At 11:15 
Sheriff Crall stepped upon the platform and 
adjusted the nooses,while the deputies bound 
them hand and foot and placed over their 
heads white muslin caps. Both Brandt and 
Humel were asked if they had anything to say 
ands they replied in the negative. All 
three men knelt upon the platformof the 
trapand engaged in prayer, while Rev. Mr. 
Shantz read appropriate passages from tne 


Scriptures. 
THE DROP. 


All persons having withdrawn from the 
scaffold, Sheriff Crall sprung the trap at ex- 
actly 11:18 o’clock. A slight tremor was 
observable in Humel’s knees; otherwise the 
death of the three men seemed to follow the 
fal! At 11:30 physicians in attendance pro- 
nounced the men dead. 


Hoyt Hanged. 

BRIDGEPORT, CONN., May 13.—Edwin 
Hoyt was hanged to-day. His death was al- 
most instantaneous with the fall of the trap. 

Hoyt arose at 4 o’clock, breakfasted, and 
wrote several letters to brothers and sisters. 
Only his counsel was permitted to visit him 
in his cell. Soon after11 o’clock the Sheriff, 
(leputies and clergyman approached and the 
death warrant was read. 

ON THE SCAFFOLD. 

Hoyt announced, himself ready and was 
marched to the scaffold, around which were 
gathered same 400 persons. His step was 
quite firm ay he ascended to the gallows, Af- 
ter a short prayer the. noose and cap,were ad- 
justed, Hoyt took leave of the spectators, the 
trap was eu Hoyt fell six feet, his 
neck being broken.

THE MURDER OF DE YOUNG. 


A Partisan Explanation of Kalloch’s 
Motives and Acts. 
|From the Sen Francisco News Letter, May 1.1 


Now, as totbe real and alleged causes of 
the muroaer. Kalloch, junior, and his father 
and friends allege that the circulation of a 
pamphlet, being a stenographic report of a 
trial in whieh Kalloca, senior, was the de- 
fendsnt, sume years ago, was the cause waich 
incited Kslloch, junior, to shoot Charles De 
Young. Wehave no hesitation in declaring 
that De Young was murdered because the 
Kallocbs could pot stand what De Young 
would nave corclusively proven. The duty 
was upon him to prove that the articles which 
be published with a view to prevent Kalloch’s 
election were true. An overwhelming array 
of testimony would have been produced of 
which this community has but I:ttle concep- 
tion. Living witnesses and documentary evi- 
dence began tocome along. De Young had 
been four months Kast, and with 
his usual energy had looked up 
everything that was pertinent to his case. He 
found everywhere where Kuiloch had beena 
superabundance of testimony. From _ the 
time he wasexpelled from college until his 
ill-fated arrivalin San Francisco it was al- 
ways and everywhere thesame old story. 
Kailoch fouled bis nest everywhere, and 
everand anon was an escape from the Diis- 
tering scorn of his fellows.

An 
election Vital to his future  politi- 
cal existence took place, but he made little 
if any fight. His leader, Denis Kearney, was 
struggling to keep outof jail, but Kalloch 
raised no helping hand. Kalloch himself 
was threatened with impeachment for incen- 
diary language, but the once bold, aggressive 
man acted as if be were willing that judg- 
ment against him should go by default. Waat 
he was brooding over his words clearly indi- 
cate inthe light of subsequent events. They 
were uttered but five days before the murder. 
ne confidence of a private meeting he 
said: 

‘*T am in pessession of abundant informa- 
tion going tosv0W thatsuch a concentration 
of poiitical and personal malignity is gather- 
ing overme asfew men have been cailed to 
meet. Mr. De Young, with unlimited means, 
bas traveled through the East, subsidizing 
newspapers and emploviny all the dirty de- 
tectivesand sneak-thieves of the country to 
manufacture evidence for my injury. The 
advance guard of this delectable army of 
tramps and panderers has already arrived, 
ard ene of them comes with files of Kansas 
papers, which he thinks will be nice reading 
for the people of San Francisco. No doubt 
such readers as get their daily pabulum from 
the Chronicle will be pleased to know that it 
bas employed such assistance. Whether this 
isin entertainment to which our people 
eererally wish to be invited we shall sce.

Those ominous words, in view of what has 
occurred, stand out as if printed in letters of 
fire. They are pregnant with fear and sug- 
gestive of *‘violent dealing.” He knew that 
tiles of Kansas papers had come. — Some of 
them spoke of Kalloch’s misdeeds, but bad 
as thev were, they were not half so bad as the 
files of Kalloch’s own paper, which had beeu 
brought along. Nutnerous passages we have 
read are utterly unquotable. The words he 
addressed to his church lift the veil that per- 
mit us to look into the man’s soul. He was 
oppressed and almost deranged by what he 
knew would be revealed. He knew that if he 
could not prevent the giving of the testimony, 
the end of his successfully brazen-faced 
career on tbis coast Was near. The fact fol- 
lowed that the giving of the testimony was 
prevented. The manwho alone was entitled 
to give it was murdered—and bya Kalloch. 
That is the story all told.

A MANIA FOR FUNERALS. 


The Queer Stories Told of ‘‘Johnny 
Lookup.” 
{From the New York Times. | 


A person known to almost every hack driver 
and undertaker in the city drifted into the 
criminal courts on Thursday last. For years 
past scarcely a funeral from among the mid- 
dle and Jower classes left the west side of the 
city at which this personage Was not.an at- 
tendant. He was known allover the city as 
Johnny Lookup, a name bestowed upon him 
by reason of an affection of the eyes, which 
compelled him to keep his head in an uplifted 
position when addressing anybody. He seem- 
ed to bave a mania for attending wakes and 
funerals, and the amount of labor said to 
have been performed by him in the 
pursuit of bis favorite occupa- 
tion seems almost incredible. He pe- 
rused the obituary columns of the newspapers 
daily, and haunted undertakers’ establish- 
ments constantiy, thus keeping himself in- 
formed of the deaths occurring within the ex- 
tended territory in which be pursued his la- 
bors. Ifthe familv of the deceased indulged 
in tke luxury of a wake Johnny was certain to 
be présent, and constituted himself a sort of 
general utility man, performing such services 
as he saw wele required. When the funeral 
hour arrived, he hovered near the coffin, and 
if any floral tributes were on exhibition re- 
quested to be permitted to remove them to 
the hearse, a privilege usually accorded by 
ibe underteker. If the body was removed to 
a church, he was always found standing at the 
door in readiness to open the carriage doors, 
to take the hats of the pall-bearers, and carry 
in the flowers. 

He was never known to accept a ride, al- 
though frequently otfered a seat beside the 
hack-drivers: and although the last to leave 
the church doors, he was the first to meet the 


’ funeral procession on its arrival at the ceme- 


tery. He was often known to run the whole 
distance to Woodlawn, Flatbush, and other 
equally remote cities of the dead, and he prid- 
edi himself on his pedestrian powers. Hesel- 
dom accepted a ride even on the return jour- 
ney, claiming that he could outrun the swift- 
est hack-horse. Whether he surreptitiously 
availed himself of a ride on the horse cars, or 
accepted the offer of some kindly-disposed 
driver, is not certain; but those who know 
him state that he has never been seen to doso. 
But whatever his methods, he certainly cov- 
ered the pround, and has been knowa to be 
present at three funerals in a aay—one in the 
morning, anotber at nooo, and a third in the 
afterroon—in all three cuses being present at 
the interment. 

He was generally looked upon asa poor, 
half-witted, barmless fellow, whose mania 
took the form of an all-absorbing interest in 
wakes and funerals. It is said that his moth- 
er and sister were kil.ed by the disaster at St. 
Andrew’s Roman Catbolic Churea during the 
Lenten services, some years ago, and that he 
bimself was struck on the head by a heavy 
beam, inflicting injuries which almost proved 
fatal, and from whicd he recovered with shit- 
tered intellect and cistorted optics. Since 
then his friends suy he has become impressed 
with the idea that his mission was to attead 
Wikes and funerals, and fewecareid to inter: 
fere Wi'h his whims. He became fa.iliar 
with undertakers, and evinced a peculiar de- 
light in assisting them in their ghastly duties. 
He was uiways 00 hand to aidino laying outa 
corpse or removing a coffin, and in time 
*sonpny Lookup” began to be regarded as 4 
necessity by the undertakers’ assistants 
on the West Side. lie was most 
anxious WW appear well dressed at 
funerals, and usually his wishes in _ this 
respect were gratified, Many a cast-off uader- 
tuker’s suit doing duty as the mourning gar- 
ments of this strange individual. People 
Wendered how he muvayed to exist. ad 
they been present on certain occasions after 
the funeral services Were over they wou'd 
have understood the matter. They would 
bave seen that this ‘poor, half-witted fellow” 
was more Krave than fool, and that the pecu- 
liar and decidedly novel line of business he 
had marked out for himself yielded him an 
income amply suflicient to satisfy tis wants. 
He bad the satisfaction, too, of Knowing that 
he bad no rival in bis business, and that the 
greater the amount of misery wrought by 
death the better opportunity he had of reap- 
ing a harvest. Atithe conclusion of an inter- 
ment,and as the mourners were about to 
quit the graye, Johnny’s wvoebegone 
face could be seen scanning those who 
passed by. It was un easy matter enough, on 
such an occasion, to enlist human sympathy; 
and among the throng was sure to be somebody 
who knew the suppored monomaniac,and who 
would set the sympathetic ball in motion by 
dropping a quarter in his palm. Had search 
been made iu Johnny’s pocket, at the conclu- 
sion of this performance, it would be found 
to contain quite a number of silver offerings. 
If the donation movement at the grave was 
unsuccessful, Johnny, nothing daunted, would 
be on hand at the first stopping-place for re- 
freshments outside the cemetery, where he 
repeated the programme. In this way he 
reaped quite a harvest, few save the hack 
drivers and undertakers being aware of the 
fact that the performance was not an accident- 
alone. Jobnny always refused to drink if 
there was a chance of receiving the price of 
the drink instead. 

Two weeks ago Johnny fell from the path of 
rectitude. He attended a number of funerals 
one day, and inthe evening returned to his 
lodging in the apartments of some friends at 
No. 7 Desbrosses street. Instead of retiring 
to bed, he sauntered forth and made a tour of 
the dives in the Fifth Ward. In the course 
of his wanderings he met John Rogers, a sea- 
man of the steamship Anchoria, who inquired 
the way to the pier of the Anchor Line. 
Johnny volunteered to show him the way; 
but instead of piloting him to Pier No. 42 
North River, induced him to visit a disreputa- 
ble house in Greene street, where the seaman 
was robbed of his watch and chain, $10in 
money and abunch of keys. On discovering 
hisloss, the seaman caused the arrest of 
Johnny by Officer McDonald, who found the 
watch and chain and keys in his possession. 
The prisoner was brought tothe Eighth Pre- 
cinct Station-house, where only a few days 
before he had been busily employed in as- 
sisting a Spring street undertaker 
in displaying mourning emblems in 
memory of a deceased police officer. 
Johnny, who was well known to the officers 
of the precinct, protested his innocence, stat- 
ing that the preperty found in his possession 
had been given him by one of the inmates of 
the house to keep. The statements of the 
complainant, however, were convincing, and 
Johnny was sent before a police magistrate, 
to whom he gave his age as nineteen, his occu- 
pation that of undertaker, and his proper 
name as Daniel Gallagher. in due time he 
was indicted, and on Thursday last the case 
was called by Assistant District Attorney 
Rollins in General Sessions. None of John- 
py’s humerous acquaintances put in an ap- 
pearance to help him outofhis difficulties, 
exceptan attache of one ofthe State courts, 
who said the prisoner was of unsound mind, 
and asked that leniency be shown him. By 
advice of his friend, Johnny pleaded guilty. 
Capt. McDonnell, of the Eighth Precinct, 
certified that he never knew of his having be- 
fore been arrested, and Recorder Smyth sent 
him to the Reformatory at Elmira. *‘Johnny 
sas, Ay familiar face has been missed from 
funerals during the past two weeks, and the 
hack-drivers and the undertakers all over the 
city are wondering what has become of him.

Ice and Gales at Sea. 
| From the New York Tribune, 11th.) 


*. Further reports of large fields of ice and 
senormous icebergs were made by captiins 

Nessels arriving here yesterday. The Weser, 
‘from Bremen, on May 6, in latiggde 43° 38 
north, longitude 48° 47 west, ‘passed two 
large icebergs, 200 feet in length and sixty 
feetin beight and also encountered much field 
ice. The Danish steamer Hermod, on May 4, 


' 130 miles northeast of the position of the 


Weser when she saw the ive, passed through 
large fields of ice and by many large bergs. 
This indicates that the ice was drifting to the 
southward atthe rate of about fifty miles a 
cay. The Hermod also on May 6 had heavy 
thunder and rain storms and squalls, lastiag 
sixteen hours, during which time there was a 
bigh wind and confused sea, which broke 
over the vessel with great force. 

The ship Athlone, from Liverpool, on April 
30, in latitude 39 deg. 39 min. north, longitude 
Gd of 30 mip. west, in a violent southerly 
squall in the evening, had’herfore and main 
topmast heads badly splintered and lost the 
mizzen topgallant mast. Twoseamen, Joseph 
Edgar, twenty-three years old, of Liverpool, 
and Joseph Van Malden, seventeen years old, 
a Nova Scotian, fell from the main royal yard 
overboard and were drowned. In the squalls, 
which lasted several hours, owing to the loss 
of some of the spars and sails, it was impossi- 
ble to keep the vessel up to the wiad. The Ger- 
man bark Auguste,from Bremen,encountered 
a gale lasting seven days, which at times threat- 
ened destruction. ‘The sea ran so _ high 
that the decks were continually swept by the 
waves. Another gale of great severity was 
encountered on the banks of Newfoundland, 
and when it broke the vessel was surrounded 
by towering icebergs. Frequently the bergs 
would crash against each other, or break 
apart and the fracture could be heard miles 
away. The gg Rhiwidda, from Car- 
diff, Wales, passed through the same 
field of icebergs as the Auguste, and had 
scarcely cleared it when she was struck by a 
circular storm which lasted twelve hours, in 
which the decks were continually swept by 
the seas, and the cargo was caused to shift, 
throwing the vessel nearly on her beam ends. 
The British stedmer Topaz, from Barrow,had 
a similar experience.

An Opium Victim.

A well-dressed man fifty-five years old was 
found insensible at the corner of Spring street 
and Broadway about 11:30 o’clock last night 
by Policeman Wall, of the Prince Street Sta- 
tion.

Lafayette L. Beach, Nashville, Tenn.,’? anda 
four-ounce bottle half full of chloroform were 
found.

On Sunday night Mr. Robertson,of the 
Commercial Hotel, telegraphed to Nashville 
to his lodger’s brother, A. B. Beach, saying 
that Col. Beach was dangerously ili and need- 
ed immediate attention.

THE AFGHAN. GHAZIS, | — 
Gallant Fanatics Who Seek P on 
the Kaffir’s Steel, . | 
[Sherpur Cerrespondence Indias Pioneer.1 
Tre word ‘**Ghazi’’ has come to méan in 
western eyes something very different from 
its legitimate signification. It originally meant 
a copqut ror or great hero, and in. this sense 
it is used in modern Turkey. Osman Pasha 
was dubbed ‘*Ghazi’’ when his spiendid re- 
sistance to the Russians saved fora time the 
fute of hie country, and the title is one held 
in the bighest respect by the Mahometans. 
From ‘‘conqueror’’ the meaning has passed 
into» lower grades, oue of the com- 
rest being ‘fa gallant sol- 
cter’’ (especially combating infidels); 
and at Jast, inthe common course of events, 
it hus been appropriated in the all-compre- 
hensive vocabulary of the English language 
with a distinct and lecalized meaning. fo us 
now a Ghazi is simply a man upon whom 
furaticism bas badso powerful an effect that 
all physics] fear of death is swamped in his 
desire to take the life of a Kaffir, and, with 
bis soul purified by the blood of the unbsliev- 
er, to be translated at once to paradise. A 
true Gbhszi counts no odds too great to face, 
LO Wapgertoo menacing to be braved; the 
certainty of death only adds to his exultation. 
and, as in the case of other madmen, despera- 
ticn and insensibility to consequences add 
eno: mously to his muscular powers and en- 
durance. To kill such a man is sometimes so 
d-flicuit a task at close quarters that 
our men have learned to respect their pecu- 
liar mode of fighting, andarifle bullet at a 
fuir distance checks the Ghazi’s course before 
he can close upon his assailants with the ter- 
ribly sharp knife he knows so well how to use. 
lf every Afghan were a Ghazi, as I once said 
during the siege of Sherpur, our defenses 
weuld have been carried and enormous 
sJaughter would have followed on both sides; 
but Ghazis are far and fewgbetween, though 
a spurious imitation is pot uncommon. “This 
imitation is often taken for the real article, 
whereas bhang or some other stimulant 1s the 


‘Lhe misuse of the word Guazi is strikingly 
seeninthe accounts of the last war forty 
years ago. We are told of bands of Ghazis, 
many thousand strong, harrassing the 
retreating army and cutting off 
stragglers; and these Ghazis are always 
spoken of as being quite out of the control of 
Akber Kban. Ifthey had been true Ghazis 
they would have made short work of our little 
army long before they reacbed the Khurd 
Cabul. * * * To see how thousands of 
Ghazis are always being spoken of one would 
imagine they werea powerful clan, similar to 
the Ghilzais, Kohi+taus or Atrids; but practi- 

cal acquaintance with the form fanaticism as- 
sumes about Cabul shows only too clearly 
that out of acrowd of 50,000 armed fanatics, 
such as lately held Cabui, notonein a hun- 
dred rises to the supreme rank of a Ghazi. 
They are not born and vred to the vocation; 
chance makes them what tkey are, and our 
men know that a stray spark of enthusia-m 
may kindle their fanaticism andsend them 
into our midst. * * * The Ghazi is the 
creature of the Moollah. The latter’s elo- 
quence is listened to by some more than usu- 
ally susceptible villager, whose enthusiasm is 
aroused to fever heat by a glowing story of a 
Ghazi who went into the infidel camp, cut 
cgewn two or tnree Kaflirs and died the death 
of a martyr, his soul going straight to the laps 
of the houris, and his name living fofever 
amovg his kindred. Shali he not emulate 
such a giorious example, so that his children 
aud his children’s children may hand down 
his pame to all generations as a Ghazi Allah- 
din—a‘‘champion of the faith’? fhe Moollah’s 
preaching bas had its’ effect, and. a 
Ghazi has been called into being. 

If a great jehad is being preached, that man 
wili always bein the fore-front of the battle 
and will probably carry the standard of his 
clan, blessed by the moolab who has aroused 
the tribesmen. But a few weeks ago the arch- 

moollah, Muski Alam, septout his message 

from Charkb, and how well it was re- 
sponded to we are living witnesses. With 

Gbazis in their midst to lead the timorous, 
und movliiahs always at hand to fan their fa- 

naticism, Mahommed Jan’s rabble did won- 
ders. Howthe Ghazis acquitted themselves 
our men well know, many poor fellows to 
their cost. Inthe action in the Charden Val- 
ley the standard-bezrers rushed in even when 
our cavalry charged, and no more reckless 
rush was ever made. Many went 
down, but about them were others equal in 
desperaiion §A trooper of the Ninth transfix- 
ed a man with bis lance, the Ghazi wriggied 
up like an eel, ‘grasped the lance with bis left 
hand. end with one stroke ofthe knife cut 
through the larcer’s band and the tough shaft 
as ifit had been of tinder. This is not ro- 
mancing; the trooper is still living. but minus 
tLe tingers of his right hand. * * * With 
anarmy of such men against us, even our 
splendid arms and steady discipline might 
avail nothing. Butthetrue Ghazi is a phe- 
nomenon—he, at least, deserves tne scientific 
and sonorous title—and even Afghan fanati- 
cism cannot bring forth many, however great 
may be the eloquence of the moollahs,

“TOM BAYARD. 


Eighteen Out of Twenty-One Delegates 
from Massachusetts Declare for Him 


As the Strongest Possible Candidate the Dem- 
ocrats Could Put.Up. 


[From the New York Werld. } 


Josiah G. Abbott is the first delagate-at- 
large of the regular Democracy. Heis a Mas- 
sachusetts man, born and bred. and since 
1886, when he was a member of the State 
House of Representatives, has been promi- 
nent in State and Nattonal politics. He was 
a member of the Electoral Commission. 

Correspondent—How would ‘Tilden run as 
opposing Grant or Blaine? 

ucge A.—Speaking for this State I should 
say it was not the slightest use to nominate 
him. He is not what he was in 1876, and p*o- 
ple do not regard him as the same man. No, 
whatever strength he had then, it bas dimin- 


ished very much since in this sectionof the” 


country. 

Cor.—Who isthe most eligible Democratic 
nominee for Massachusetts? 

A.—Bayard is very favorably regarded. He 
would draw out the independent Republican 
votes and without tbem we could not hope to 
elect our man; astrict party vote will not do 
itnow. Senator Bavard is a man whom every 
man in Massachusetts, unless he be a strict 
machine-yuled Republican, admires and re- 
spects. There are hundreds of thousands 
of nominal Republicans in this State 
who would be glad of the chance 
ot voting for such a pure-minded and lofty 
statesman as Senator Bayard. 

Jonas H. French is one of the delegates-at- 
large on the Butler wing of the Democracy, 
and, having business relations with every part 
of the commonwealth, is thoroughly posted 
above many men ofthe party. He said in an- 
swer toinquiries: ‘*No, I do not think Tilden 
isthat man. We made a good fight with him 
in 18;6—as good as we knew how. He was 
elected, but he is not as strong a man to-day 
ashe was then. We want a dark horse. 
Bayard may have his faults, but he is far 
abead of Tilden as anayailable candidate ia 
the State.’’ 

Jobn K. Tarbox isa lawyer of Lawrence, 
and up in that quiet little town he was found. 
Having been a member of Congress from 
Massachusetts and having filled many political 
posts at home, he is well able to speak the 
opinions of his neighbors and party men. He 
said: ‘‘I think we ean makea good strong 
fight against Grant or Blaine with a fair-mind- 
ed Democrat as our candidate. Looking over 
the Democratic field, I should say that Bayard 
would represent the first choice of Massa- 
ehusetts. He is a respectable man witha 
record above suspicion, and against whom no 
breath can be raised.”’ 

Patrick A. Collins, of Boston, is one of the 
Faneuil Hull delegates-at-large to Cincinnati. 
He is known to every politician in the com- 
monwealth and has an emphatic way of stat- 
ing bis convictions when once he has formed 
them. He said when asked his opinion of the 
chances in Massachusetts for the coming cam- 
paign: ‘*Tilden would not be as stronga 
candidate in this State as Bayard. We made 
a good tight for him in 1876 and we can’t do it 
again. Wecould get out, perhaps, a strict 
party vote, but we could not rally the opposi- 
tion about him. There are no grounds on 
which we could ask a wavering man ora reg- 
ular Republican to vote for 'iiden. Bayard 
is at least as good » Democrat as Tilden, but 
he will not repel the independent vote in the 
same way.’’ 

Mayor Frederick Prince, who has fought 
tbrough twenty years of disaster stanchly as 
the Secretary of the National Democratie 
Committee of the Union, is a delegate from 
the Fourth District, and when visited at the 
City Halil was cordial in his greeting and out- 
spoken in his sentiments. ‘*You ask me 
whether anvlody could make the State doubt- 
ful against Grantor Blaine. I say it is very 
probable that Bayard can and certain Tilden 
cannot.” 

Leverett Saltonstall, who was the President 
of the regular Democratic Convention in Oc- 
tober last and one of the Democrats who was 
sent to Florida by Mr. Tilden in 1876, is most 
enthusiastic in his admiration for Senator 
Bayard, and it is his conviction that the Dela- 
ware statesman could carry the State of Mas- 
sachusetts. **There is no man,” said he, 
‘‘who could do anything in this State against 
either Grant or Blaine except Mr. Bayard. I 
have had many friends of mine, Republicans 
in politics, who have said that they would 
vote for Mr. Bayard with pleasure if he were 
nominated. I think that feeling is a general 
one all over the State. The thinking people 
have become sickened with Grantism, and 
they do not care to take Blaine and all his po- 
litical tricks. While I bave the highest re- 
spect for Mr. Tilden, I do not regard him as 
an available cagdidate at this important elec- 
tion. We watt the strongest man we can get 
out, and that man in Massachusetts is Bay- 
ard. 1 would be very giad to see him nom- 
inated.” 

Wm. E. Doyle, by the death of Mr. Wirt 
Warren, becomes the asgociate of Mr. Salton- 
stallfrom the Eighth District. He said that 
he bad not anticipated making a trip to Cin- 
cinnatiand had not looked intothe matter 
yet. Hesaid: “My own preferences are for 
Senator Bayard as being a manin every way 
titted for the position and worthy of any 
man’s vote, out if he cannot secure the nomi- 
nation we must take the best man we can get, 
but I do not think any man would be as 
strong in Massachusetts as Senator Bayard.’’ 

John Boyle O’Reilly is the editor of the 
Boston Pilot. He isa man of a fine cultivated 
mind, and no man in New England probably 
has so entirely won the confidence of the best 
intellectual hierarchy of the Catholic Church 
throughout the country. He is a district 
delecate to Cincinnati, and,speaking of Massa- 
chusetts and her position this year, said: ‘*I 
am in favor of the man who can win accord- 
ing to the best judgments of a majority of the 
convention. hat man will suit me, whoever 
he may be; but I think that Senator 
Bayard is the first choice of the State 
of Massachusetts. Heisa statesman in the 
truest sense of the much abused word. He 
does not seek the nomination, but the peo- 

le of Massachusetts—not Democrats entire- 
vy, butin many cases Republicans as well, 
recognize his ability, and will do all in their 
power to see him elected to the Presidency. 
With the Republican choice fixed on Grant or 
Blaine, there is morethan a possibility that 
Massachusetts could be carried: for Bayard.

size. 

A voice: ‘*What will become of the lay 
delegates?’ 

‘“Tbey,’”? saia Mr. Welsh, ‘‘are included un- 
der the title of ‘itinerant elders.’ ”’ 

Voices (derisively): **O! O! 0!” 

‘‘They are,’’ said Mr. Welsh. 

“They are not!’’ contradicted some six or 
seven clergymen. Then a delegate moved to 
lay the motion on the table. 

Anotber offered the amendment that after 
the words ‘‘itinerant clergymen,’’ be written 
**and last the lay delegates. ”’

sippi and onein Texas. The report was sign- 
ed by Deaton Dorrell, president, and James 
A. Handy, secretary of the committee. 

‘Rev. M. Carson moved to strike out Tues- 
day and insert Saturday. 

Rey. W. D. Johnson requested that that part 
ofthe report containing reference to the lo- 
calities where the Bishops to be chosen should 
reside be struck out. The Bishops ought to 
take their offices untrammeled by such a pro- 
vision. They should be allowed the same 
privileges as the present Bishops. This in- 
tention of locating the Bishops 
is rather arbitrary. I no not 
know who the new Bishops will be,but I de- 
sire them to have all the freedom consummate 
with their official duties.’’ 

Rey. Dr. Porter said that the object of the 
committee in recommending that the Bishops 
to be chosen should reside in the South was 
to have the inhabitants of that part of the 
country attended to as much as possible. The 
present Bishops all live ip the North, in Onio, 
Maryland, or Washington. e Southern 
pec ple are tired of baving only trajsient visits 
from the Bishops. Hethought tht the pros- 
perity of the South, educational, spiritual and 
otherwise, required that some of the Bishops 
live there. 

Bisbop Payne remarked that the South not 
only desired but demanded that the Bishops 
be located as the committee recommended. 

Rev. L. Gardner spoke in favor of electing 
oe Bishcps without any restriction as to loca- 
tion. 

Rev. Mr. Porter moved that Georgia be in- 
serted instead of South Carolina in the com- 
mittee’s report, and Mr. Shaffer requested 
to amerd by strikieg out Mississippi and in- 
serting Tennessee. Lost.

Atthe mecting of the School B>ard last 
Tuesday evening something like a bomb was 
explodedinthe midst of that usually placid 
body. it was an. allegation that one of the 
members of the School Board had practically 
endeavored to sell his vote in the 
contest for Superintendent for $590. 
It will be remembered that Mr. 


Harris’ resignation tendered some weeks 
ago Was accepted, and thatthe board at its 
meeting last Tuesday had to appoint a nae 
cessor. The candidates for the position wer 
Mr. A. F. Caldwell, the Principal of the Stod- 
dard School, and Mr. Ed. H. Long, Assistant 
Superintendent. Mr. Long was elected, but 
just before the vote on the appointment the 
following startling communication Was read 
by Secretary Wash: 

ST. Louis, May 11, 1880.—To the Honorable 
Board of Public Schools: GENTLEMEN—AS a 
<itizen of our city, anda tax-payer, I desire 
to call your attention to the following facts, 
which Iam prepared to prove: Mr. Henry 
Kirksigka, a contractor under your Board, 
received a postal card to call atthe residence 
of Mr. Racco. Mr. Kirksigka obeyed, and 
‘found one of the School Directors of your 
honorable body there. Mr. Racco wanted Mr. 
Kirksigka to indorse the note of this School 
Director for $500, stating that the ndte would 
be paid by a certain candidate for appoint- 
ment when he should be elected by your hon- 
orable body, and if not elected the note should 
be returned. Mr. Kirksigka refused to do 
so. 

The above are facts which I am prepared to 
prove, and ssk your honorable body to ap- 
point a committee to investigate the same.
